HE basic differences between foreign trade and trade within the 

United States were discussed in the fourth of a series designed to help 
newcomers enter the export field (FCW July 31, p. 2). 

This article discusses the principal factors affecting the probable sala- 
bility of products or services under conditions peculiar to specific foreign 


markets. 

The following outline, long fol- 
lowed by successful world traders, 
may serve as a guide to selling in 
one or more specific markets out- 
side the United States. 


Marketing Factors 


@ Are the production facilities 
as compared with domestic demand 
sufficient to supply an additional 
market abroad? 

@ Is the product of such type and 
design that a demand exists or can 
profitably be created for it abroad? 
What factors peculiar to the prod- 
uct might limit its sales in areas 
overseas? 

® Is the product, or something 
similar, now in use in the overseas 
area under consideration? To what 
extent and from what country? Is 
it imported from the United States 
and, if so, in what volume? 

@® What local factors will influ- 
ence the volume of sales? What 
observations can be made from 
such market indicators as basic 
data on population, per capita in- 
come, buying habits, purchasing 
power, seasonal trends, distribu- 
tion centers or channels, distribu- 
tion facilities, and political condi- 
tions? 

Government Controls 


@ Foreign customs duties on im- 
ported goods may, in some in- 
stances, represent a_ substantial 
portion of the cost of goods to the 
customer. This has, of course, a 
direct bearing on ability to com- 
pete with domestic products. Mil- 
lions of dollars’ worth of goods sub- 
ject to comparatively heavy cus- 
toms duties continue to move in 
international trade every year. 


The amount of goods competitive 
to the proposed product and enter- 
ing the market from foreign sourc- 
es should be a significant indicator 
of the importance to place upon the 





In this article, fifth in a series, Foreign 
Commerce Weekly poses a number of 
questions which the newcomer to world 
trading must ask himself. These ques- 
tions relate to State trading, customs 
duties, import and exchange controls, 
and many others. The answers will ap- 
pear in this and in subsequent articles. 





customs duties as a factor in selling 
in the given market. Buyers to 
whom the product is offered must 
pay the customs duties and sell to 
the ultimate consumer at a profit. 

@ State trading, government 
monopolies, import and exchange 
controls, and other restrictive prac- 
tices may intervene to complicate 
or hinder the development of new 
trade outlets. 

In addition, the trader must be 
informed on the problems of for- 
eign taxation, trademark or copy- 
right registration, and preferential 
tariff rates. Some of these matters, 
such as trademark registration, 
may be utilized for the creation of 
increased demand, since the power- 
ful market tools of brand identifi- 
cation and customer preference are 
considerably sharpened by ade- 
quate methods of trademark pro- 
tection. 

The current rates of exchange, 
the availability of dollars, and 
regulations pertaining to remit- 
tances from the particular foreign 
country affect the salability of a 
product. They are also essential in 
determining credit policies. 

@ Although the U.S. wartime 
controls over the export of specific 
commodities and certain financial 
transactions are now considerably 
relaxed, some are still in effect. A 
careful study and thorough under- 
standing of these regulations are a 
must for every successful foreign 
trader. 
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@ AFGHANISTAN.=--Government reportedly is considering establishment of insurance 
program based on ICA-financed Winebrenner Insurance Report and desires to initiate 
correspondence with interested foreign firms. 


@® ARGENTINA.--Government is preparing decree modifying conditions of basic 
1959 decree for new programs of car and truck manufacturers by greatly increasing 
surcharges on imported components, unless manufacturers achieve certain specified 
percentages of domestic content by program dates. Firms with approved programs may 
continue under norms of 1959 decree but may not alter or expand production schedules. 

Banco de la Nacion announced a special credit program for farm tractor pur- 
chases for special development projects, certain less developed areas, and small 
farmers, with 5-year terms and loans up to 80% of tractor cost. 

Domestic crude oil production in first 5 months 1961 increased 57.1% over last 
year, totaling 35 million barrels. 

Government has contracted for initial order of 40 buses from Mercedes Benz fac- 
tory in Sao Paulo, Brazil. Further purchase order with Mercedes Benz for 560 buses 


will be worked out later. Purchase is in connection with June 30 decree authorizing 
Government to buy 3,000 urban-transit buses. 














@ BELGIUM.--New firm, Electronic Marketing Co. (EMC), has been established in 
Brussels by an American and by Belgian citizens who are also owners of INELCO, S.A., 
a Belgian manufacturer of electronic engineering and consumer goods. Hewlett-Pack- 
ard of Geneva, Switzerland, owns three-fifths of EMC stock. 

More careful criteria will be applied to interest rate subsidies on industrial 
loans, granted under incentive laws of July 1959. Selection to be based on study 
of domestic and export markets for products to be manufactured, with consideration 
of the more limited resources of the capital market. 








@ BRAZIL.--To make agricultural credit more readily available, Bank of Brazil 
has raised maximum limits on credit to farm owners and tenants and has established 
jeep stationwagon “mobile credit units" which will directly inform farmers of avail- 
ability of credit and will process applications. 

New Krupp foundry of mixed German-Brazilian capital has been inaugurated at 
Campo Limpo, Sao Paulo State. One of the best equipped and most modern foundries 


in Brazil, plant is already producing parts for automobile and tractor and farm and 
road=-building machinery industries. 








@ CEYLON.--Government will take stringent measures to stabilize prices and 
step up food production, and will also introduce legislation to regulate general 
insurance and to make banking system more effective economic-development instrument, 
according to July 13 "throne speech" of Governor General. 

"Vesting" order is being sent to foreign oil companies providing for take-over 
with compensation of 8 storage tanks, the first equipment to be acquired by new 
government-owned Ceylon Petroleum Corp. 

A recently enacted Licensing of Traders Bill supplements existing legislation 
like the Control of Prices Act and Imports and Exports Control Act. As well as re- 
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quiring licensing of traders, bill enables Government to regulate trade in particu- 
lar commodities and areas where necessary. 

New industries are planned for local assembly of radios, refrigerators, and 
sewing machines as consequence of prohibitive import duties and licensing restric- 
tions imposed in January. 


@ COSTA RICA.--Compania Empacadora de Costa Rica, a meatpacking plant, now 
operating at 10% capacity, will soon close altogether and may be offered for sale. 
Lack of local slaughter cattle and inability to import additional supplies make 
continued operation unprofitable. 

International Iron of Costa Rica, Inc., U.S. controlled, has expanded iron 
exploration on 99-year leased claims in the Nicoya Peninsula. Company recently con- 
tracted for aerial magnetic survey and design and engineering studies. Company re- 
portedly is negotiating with Japanese steel firms to supply 15 million tons of ore 
annually for 15 years. 


@® ECUADOR.--First trade fair of U.S. products in Quito, July 1-9, attracted 
over 20,000 persons, and was locally sponsored and financed by Association of Im- 
porters and Representatives of American Products. Commercial Attache of U.S. En- 
bassy was organizer of Association and active in arranging fair, in which 30 
exhibitors displayed and demonstrated U.S. products ranging from small household - 
appliances to automobiles and tractors. 











® FRANCE.--Boeing Aircraft Co. and Compagnie des Licenses Industrielles de 
Paris have formulated agreement through which latter will work with Boeing's Asso- 
ciated Products Division to determine U.S. patents and techniques developed by 
Boeing which may be useful in Europe. 

Interchemical Corp., U.S. producer of printing inks and packaging materials, 
has acquired majority interest in French firm Fleche Fils, large producer of print- 
ing inks in Paris region. 

Lear, Inc., U.S. manufacturer of aircraft equipment, and Sud-Aviation have 
Signed agreement for joint development and flight testing of automatic landing 
system for the Lear autopilot L.102B. Primary objective of agreement is to lower 
minimum visibility factor in landings by completely automatic landing operation. 

Compagnie des Machines Bull has concluded technical agreement with Radio Corp. 
of America, under which former will benefit from RCA electronic developments. 


® GERMANY, FEDERAL REPUBLIC OF.--Federal Ministry for Posts and Telecommunica- 
tions announced that telex service between Bundespost network and subscribers of 
Western Union Telegraph Co. was opened June 15. 























@ INDIA.--Steel rerolling industry has reported serious shortages of billets 
and has requested Government to arrange for immediate imports from United States 
under aid programs, and also from the Soviet Union and other countries with which 
India has rupee payment arrangements. 

Globe Auto Electricals Ltd. has obtained technical collaboration of Magneti 
Narelli of Italy for production of various automotive electrical equipment. ... 
T. V. Sundaram Ayyangar & Sons of Madras are sponsoring 2 projects to make automo- 
tive electrical equipment, wheels, and rims in colloration with British firms. 











@ ITALY.--State-owned petroleum group, ENI, will sell Indian Government a 
petroleum refinery, petrochemical plant, and equipment for petroleum prospecting. 
The contracts, expected to be signed shortly, are reportedly valued at $100 million. 
Other Italian industrial groups will, it is understood, be associated with ENI in 
supplying some items. 

First long-term Italo-Czech trade agreement (covering period 1962-65) signed 
July 6 in Prague, foresees a 2-way trade total of 43 billion lire in 1962, an in- 
crease of 35% over levels set in agreement for 1961. Pact also calls for increased 
Czech utilization of Trieste port facilities and Italian shipping. Important Czech 
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exports to Italy will be lumber, kaolin, and various raw chemical and mineral prod- 
ucts. Italian goods to be sent to Czechoslovakia will be machinery, refined chemi- 
cal products, various citrus fruit, and other agricultural products. 


® JAPAN.--Balance-of-payments figures for June showed current account deficit 
of $147 million, largest monthly deficit in postwar period. . .. It is now obvious 
government is determined to cut back rate of economic expansion to protect balance- 
of-payments position and avoid price distortions in economy. Two further steps 
taken in this regard were announced effective July 22 as follows: an increase in 
official discount rate for commercial bills from 6.570% to 6.935%, and as an export 
stimulation measure, Bank of Japan reduced discount rate on export bills by 0.365% 
to 4.38% thus widening differential between old and new rates to 2.555%. 











@® JORDAN.--Ministry of Economy reports German geologists working for Bureau 
of Mines have found copper deposits of 22 million tons in southern Jordan. 


® KOREA.--Ministry of Commerce and Industry has announced Government's trade 
program for July-December 1961 which outlines authorized and prohibited export and 


import items. Information on specific items can be obtained from Far Eastern Division, 
Bureau of Foreign Commerce, Washington 25, D.C. 











@® MALAYA, FEDERATION OF.--Government has appointed a U.S. professor, William 
T. Phillips, to head the Economic Planning Unit of the Economic Secretariat of 
Prime Minister's Department. Unit will be responsible for planning, coordinating, 
and evaluating economic and social programs of the Government, particularly those 
dealing with rural development. 

Trade agreement between Federation and New Zealand, signed in February, came 
into force on June 8. Most-favored-nation treatment is to be accorded each others’ 
exports and minimum margins of preference which apply at present are to be guaran- 
teed. . .. Minister of Commerce and Industry has announced that a trade agreement with 
the U.A.R. will be concluded soon. 

Colgate-Palmolive (Far East) Ltd. officially opened a M$l-million (US$1—M$3.03) 


dental cream factory on June 5. Plant is first phase of what will eventually be a 
M$7-million investment program. 

















@ MEXICO.--Long-awaited inauguration of billion-peso railroad, Ferrocarril 
Chihuahua-Pacifico, connecting Ojinaga, Chihuahua, with Topolobampo, Sinaloa, on 
Pacific Coast, was set for August 6. Railroad will spur economic activity in north- 
ern Mexico and open additional markets to Mexico's northwestern agricultural prod- 
ucts. Topolobampo will be developed as a deep Seaport. 











@® NETHERLANDS.=--The Netherlands Bank will put into effect a requirement for 
"special cash reserves" from commercial banks, in addition to regular cash reserve 
requirement, which is designed to act as credit restriction measure. 

Total industrial turnover increased 8.5% in first quarter 1961 over 1960 to 
9,463 million guilders (1 guilder=—US$0.276), due mainly to greater domestic sales 
which rose 10% compared with 5% rise in exports. Rise in productivity, reflected in 
increased sales, scored only a 2% increase in labor force. 

Netherlands Petroleum Co., owned jointly by Esso and Shell, has been granted 


2 small concessions for natural gas drilling in eastern Overijssel. Test drillings 
already show fields contain bitumina. 











@ NORWAY.--Government announces it will liberalize imports of following items 





one January 1, 1962: Prepared foods made from cereals; soups in liquid, solid, or pow- 
dered form; household soaps; building board of specified types; and soil pipes of 
iron or steel. 
Delegation of 40 businessmen and industrialists led by Minister of Industry 
: returned recently from week's visit to U.S.S.R. to explore possible ways of broad- 
e 


ening and increasing trade between 2 countries. Discussions were reportedly in- 
formal and no commitments were made nor contracts signed. 
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® PERU.--Government removed specific duty on Portland cement (Tariff Item No. 
2155) by decree of June 26. Ad valorem portion of import duty, amounting to 15.917% 
of c.i.f. value, continues to be applicable. To be eligible for exemption, ship- 
ments must be accompanied by certified statement that export price is not less than 
domestic price in country of origin. 

Negotiations between Government of Peru and English Electric Co. for construc- 
tion of a sizable hydroelectric project on Mantaro River are reportedly almost 
completed. First stage cost is an estimated $162.4 million. German firm, Siemens, 
is said to be associated with English Electric in enterprise. 

Banco Industrial del Peru has announced availability of funds for purchase 
in United States of iron and steel semi-manufactures and parts for construction of 
machinery and equipment. 

Preliminary arrangements have been made for visit of a U.S. Trade Mission to 
Peru in October and November. Government officials and representatives of trade 
associations have expressed much interest in mission. 


@ SOUTH AFRICA, REPUBLIC OF.--Proceeds on redemption of government, municipal, 
and public utility stocks may be transferred to a non-resident even if purchased by 
blocked funds resulting from sale of other securities. However, blocked funds will 
not be eligible for purchase of such stocks which have less than 5 years to mature. 























® SPAIN.--The following tariff changes have been recently announced: Slight re- 
ductions in fixed tariff rates on papaverine and its salts (tariff paragraph 29.42B) and 
linseed (12.01), and substantial reductions in transitory duties on drying and 
evaporating machinery (dryers of pressed board) (84.17 G) and woodboard presses 
over 6 square meters (84.59 K). Temporary suspension of duty on cement (25.23) 
which went into effect in February has been extended, probably until price pressures 
subside. The 45% ad valorem duty and 5% fiscal tax on imports of wheat (10.01) have 
been eliminated for the period June l, 1961, to July 31, 1962, to compensate for 
insufficient domestic wheat output. 

New $135-million factory for production of nitrogen fertilizers will be built 
in Zaragoza with German participation. German firms will supply some $7 million of 
equipment. An output of 60,000 metric tons of agricultural ammonium nitrate fer- 
tilizer is estimated. Most raw materials will be produced domestically. 


® SWEDEN.--Preliminary estimates released by Social Welfare Board show turn- 
over and retail trade in first quarter 1961 was 15% higher than in 1960 period. 


@ SWITZERLAND.--Federal authorities have relaxed restrictions on imports of 
trucks and buses, in view of local industry's inability to meet growing demand. Ac- 
cordingly, additional import quotas, first of 156 units and later of 150 units, 
were established above the yearly 44-unit quota "conforming to bilateral agreements" 
for foreign trucks and buses. 

European Railway Containers Pool was established July 1, and Belgium, Germany, 
France, Luxembourg, Italy, Austria, and Switzerland are to participate, allowing 
for free circulation of standardized containers from railways as well as private 
firms within these countries. 

















® UNITED KINGDOM.--A. G. Spalding & Bros., Ltd., one of world's largest manu- 
facturers of sporting goods and equipment, will transfer main British factory from 
Putney, England, to Monkstown Industrial Estate near Belfast, starting in November. 
Total value of building equipment will be about $1.8 million. New plant expected 
to employ 400 workers within 2 years. 








® YUGOSLAVIA.=--Federal Statistical Institute data show industrial production 
in first 5 months this year rose 9% over same period 1960, with all sectors except 
food processing and tobacco showing increases. ... Exports for first 5 months 1961 
were up 4% over 1960, totaling $211.3 million; imports dropped 5% to a total value 
of $344.1 million. 
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ECONOMIC CONDITIONS ABROAD 





India Takes Steps To Attract Foreign 
Capital, Promote Export Trade 


EW DELHI.—India, in an attempt to accelerate flow of foreign capi- 
tal investment, has specified 23 industries in which foreign collab- 


oration would be welcome. 


The Government has also increased its ef- 


forts to promote exports in an attempt to lessen the trade gap which 


since 1958 has widened seriously. 


Agricultural prospects continue bright in India, whereas industrial 
production slackened somewhat in the second quarter of the year. 


Capital Wanted for 23 Industries 


The Government has named the follow- 
ing industries in which foreign collabora- 
tion is desired: 


Industries manufacturing iron and steel 
structurals; iron and steel castings and 
forgings; iron and steel pipes; special steels; 
nonferrous metals and alloys; boilers and 
steam generating plants; equipment for 
transmission and distribution of electricity; 
furnaces; marine diesel engines; industrial 
machinery, including principal items of spe- 
cialized equipment used in specific industries 
and general items of machinery used in sev- 
eral industries, such as equipment required 
for various unit processes; ball, roller, and 
taper bearings; speed reduction units; ma- 
chine tools; tractors, earthmoving and con- 
struction machinery. 


Plastics; industrial and scientific instru- 
ments; fertilizers; organic chemicals, fine 
chemicals, and intermediates; industrial ex- 
plosives; industrial gases; agricultural chem- 
icals, such as insecticides; dyestuffs and 
drugs, including basic intermediates; and 
newsprint and pulp. 

Import Licensing Tied to Exports 

In its efforts to increase exports, the 
Government has attempted two methods. 
First, exporters of commodities which 
cannot compete on a price basis in ex- 
ternal markets are issued licenses to im- 
port goods, which they in turn sell to com- 
pensate for their loss of exports; the 
amount of imports authorized is contin- 
gent upon a specific volume of proven 
exports. Secondly, end users’ import of 
raw materials is linked to a greater ex- 
tent to the export performance of the 
users. User industries, with an assured 
export potential are initially authorized 
to import only 70 percent of their raw 
material requirements; the right to im- 
port the remaining 30 percent depends 
upon an increase in their exports. In- 
dustries which have no export potential 
but produce essential commodities for 
domestic consumption are authorized 
their full quotas without reference to 
exports. 

Indian imports amounted to $500 mil- 
lion in the first quarter of the year; ex- 
ports, $347 million. In the corresponding 
period of 1959 imports reached a total 
value of $479 million; exports, $325 
million. 

Traditional exports, such as cotton 
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and tea, declined, the former because of 
a price rise and the latter because of 
reduced production and larger domestic 
consumption. Exports of manganese and 
iron ores, jute manufactures, and hides 
and skins improved. Imports of machin- 
ery and transport equipment increased 
sharply. 

Indian imports from the United States 
in January and February amounted to 
approximately $32.7 million and $39.6 
million. The pattern of imports from the 
United States continued substantially 
the same as in the preceding year—sur- 
plus agricultural commodities imported 
under U.S. Public Law 480, chemicals, 
nonferrous metals, and machinery being 
the foremost. 

Exports and reexports to the United 
States in January and _ February 
amounted to approximately $17 million 
and $20.1 million, compared with 1960 
average monthly exports of $18 million. 

Indian trade and industrial circles 
have been very much pleased that U.S. 
Development Loan Funds will be author- 
ized for import of maintenance or non- 
project goods. The $20 million DLF loan 
recently extended for purchase of non- 
ferrous metals undoubtedly will be re- 
flected in a substantial increase in Indian 
imports of those metals from the United 
States. 


Industrial Output Slumps 


The industrial production index 
reached a high of 185 in November 1960, 
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then fell to 182, rose to 184, and fell to 
180 in February. 

Industries suffered from shortages of 
electric supply, coal, and some raw ma- 
terials in the first quarter of the year. 
For more than a month the Calcutta in- 
dustrial belt was in the grip of an acute 
power shortage because of failures at 
two powerplants, and at one time power 
was cut 50 percent in Madras State be- 
cause of insufficient supply of water in 
the hydroelectric reservoir. Most af- 
fected were the jute, cement, textile, and 
engineering industries. 

The target for aluminum production 
in the third plan, now set at 85,000 tons, 
reportedly may be raised 125,000 tons. 


Mining Activity Increases 


India reportedly maintained the in- 
creased production of all minerals and 
metals except manganese ore, attained 
earlier in the year. Coal and iron ore 
were produced at an annual rate of 60 
million and 12 million tons. Transpor- 
tation problems continued to pose a prob- 
lem to the coal industry, and some col- 
lieries were forced to restrict their out- 
put because of large accumulations of 
stocks at pitheads. Such stocks were 
estimated at 6 million tons in June com- 
pared with 3.4 million at the beginning of 
the year. 

To step up domestic mineral resources 
in which India is deficient, the Govern- 
ment announced it would award persons 
supplying information leading to the 
discovery of new deposits of bismuth, 
copper, antimony, cobalt, lead, zinc, 
nickel, sulfur, and tin. 

Preliminary figures indicate that ex- 
ports of iron ore, ferromanganese, mica, 
and kyanite increased over the corres- 
ponding period of 1960; exports of man- 
ganese ore and chromite declined. 

Oil and Natural Gas Commission 
drilling indicated a promising  oil- 
bearing area at Kalol in Gujarat about 
17 miles northwest of Ahmedabad and 
80 miles north of Cambay. The Govern- 
ment announced it would begin produc- 
tion of crude oil at Ankleshwar by the 
end of the year, and Burmah-Shell and 
Standard-Vacuum refineries at Bombay 
have agreed to undertake the refining. 

The Government contracted with Bur- 
mah Oil Co. to be an equal partner in 
the exploration and development of 1,800 
square miles of oil-bearing areas in 
Assam.

Industrial production and merchandising are generally good 


The Government is further seeking improvement of economic and 
social conditions in the country through an emergency development plan 
(see article under Foreign Government Actions). 


Money Tight 

Money was tight in Brazil in May and 
June, and most banks restricted loan 
operations in anticipation of heavy with- 
drawals for tax payments in June. The 
large quantity of Bank of Brazil export 
and import notes put into circulation 
as a result of the revised exchange sys- 
tem (FCW, March 27, 1961, p. 8) also 
affected credit. Banks dealing in ex- 
change have been obliged to absorb a 
substantial amount of these notes, In 
addition, many private investors have 
drawn deposit balances to invest in the 
notes at the effective 30-percent interest 
rates prevailing. Some moves to ease 
credit, however, were implemented in late 
May and June, and in May the cruzeiro 
firmed at 260 cruzeiros to the U.S. dollar 
or its equivalent. 


Powerplant Financing Considered 

Proposals for financing equipment for 
the Urubupunga power project in Sao 
Paulo State, the largest electric power 
project yet contemplated in Latin 
America, are being considered. Al- 
though preliminary proposals from the 
European Common Market appear fav- 
orable, a Japanese proposal to supply 
equipment in exchange for iron ore will 
be studied by project officials on a visit 
to Japan. A group of Iron Curtain 
countries, coordinated by Czechoslovakia, 
reportedly are also planning to make a 
proposal. 

The issue of nationalization of private 
oil refineries, as well as facilities for 
distribution and retail of petroleum 
products, including service stations, 
does not appear urgent at the present 
time. Nationalization can be carried 
out, according to officials of the Govern- 
ment petroleum monopoly Petrobras and 
the National Petroleum Council, only 
after many high priority projects are 
completed and when funds and personnel 
become available. Petrobras has begun 
to consider with Federal District officials 
the possibility of renting or purchasing 
lots for its own gasoline stations. Petro- 
bras appears to be giving highest 
priority to increasing refining capacity, 
establishing petrochemical industries, 
and more intensive prospecting and re- 
search.

Shipbuilding Needs Projected 

The Executive Group for the Ship- 
building Industry (GEIN) has been 
authorized, according to the press, to 
draw up a plan for placing orders in the 
next 5 years with domestic shipyards 
for 400,000 to 480,000 deadweight tons 
of ships to a value of 40 billion cruzeiros. 

GEIN is instructed to examine with 
financial authorities the possibility of 
obtaining resources additional to the 40 
billion cruzeiros to keep the yards opera- 
ting at full capacity and to examine 
financial and exchange measures which 
should be taken to assure that the do- 
mestic industry is competitive with for- 
eign yards. 

Lloyd Brasileiro reportedly is au- 
thorized to buy ships of 8,500 and 10,500 
deadweight tons in Poland and Yugo- 
slavia in exchange for coffee and other 
goods. 


Coffee Policy Revised 


The Government has issued instruc- 
tions for marketing the 1961-62 coffee 
crop which radically change past coffee 
policies. The new policy is designed to 
encourage production of only good- 
quality coffee through remunerative sup- 
port prices, shipping priority, free 
transit, and other facilities and by 
means of a relatively low support price 
for coffees classified as unexportable. 
Thus the government will lead owners of 
marginal uneconomical plantations pro- 
ducing the lower grades of coffee to elim- 
inate their trees. “Expurgo,” or waste, 
coffee is considered worthless and will 
be eliminated. 

The result of these measures will be 
to slow down the flow of low-grade 
coffees into IBC’s warehouses and con- 
sequently to cut down costs of support- 
ing the coffee program. Land available 
after elimination of the old coffee trees 
is expected to be planted with more re- 
munerative crops, for which the Gov- 
ernment is guaranteeing high minimum 
prices. 

Seven million bags of low-grade coffee 
warehoused since 1957 are being burned 
in the fields of the State of Parana, 
according to the press. The President 
ordered the burning to clear storage 
space for the incoming crop, and to 


Rent Ceilings To Go 
Up in Netherlands 


THE HAGUE.—Rent ceilings in the 
Netherlands will be raised approximately 
30 percent over the next 5 years, the 
Minister of Housing has announced. This 
will be accomplished by permitting in- 
creases ranging from 10 to 12 percent in 
1962, 1964, and 1966. 

The increases will be accompanied by 
a reduction in rent subsidies, and the in- 
creased cost of housing will be compen- 
sated for by a wage raise. The Govern- 
ment shortly will seek legislation making 
the first of the three rental increases 
effective on April 1, 1962. 

The total 30-percent increase is ex- 
pected to bring rents to a level that will 
accurately reflect conditions on the hous- 
ing market. This cannot be done, how- 
ever, as long as the rather severe hous- 
ing shortage that has existed since the 
end of World War II continues. The 
new plan takes this situation into ac- 
count by proposing that rents be in- 
creased at approximately the same rate 
that the housing shortage is expected to 
decrease. The housing units shortage will 
have been overcome with completion of 
the 1965 housing construction program, 
according to current forecasts. 

Presumably the 10 to 12 percent range 
for each increase is to permit some dif- 
ferentiation between various localities, to 
reflect the differential in construction 
costs between rural and urban areas. 

If the Government’s plan is placed into 
effect, the rent of index will approach 
300 by 1966 (1940=—100). Even this 
rise would be insufficient to enable the 
Government to completely dispense with 
its subsidy program.—U.S. Embassy.

Morocco Suspends Import Argentina Grants Concessions 
To Expand Steelmaking Capacity 


UENOS AIRES.—Argentina now offers special concessions to com- 
panies that install steelmaking capacity. 
The Government’s goal is to achieve a national steelmaking capacity 
of four million tons by 1965, according to the Minister of Economy. 


Of Utility Vehicles, Parts 


Morocco has temporarily suspended 
import of utility vehicles having engines 
of 3,000 cubic centimeters or more and 
of parts used in assembly plant opera- 
tions for vehicles of 5 metric tons or 
more (1 metric ton=2204.6 Ib.). These 
measures are designed to protect local 
truck assembly operations and locally 
produced components. 

American trucks from %-ton pick ups 
and above have engines exceeding 3,000- 
cubic-centimeter capacity, whereas Euro- 
pean manufactured trucks of up to 4 
tons in certain cases use engines of 
less than this capacity. The suspension, 
therefore, is prejudicial to U.S. manu- 
factured trucks. 

The Moroccan director of Commerce 
has stated that additional protection to 
local automotive industry would probably 
be granted in the future. 

Items restricted are as follows: 

GROUP I.—Truck chassis with cab; buses; 
tank trucks; trucks; truck tractors; other 
tractors; and other chassis. 

GROUP II.—Plastic, nonvulcanized rubber 
and unhardened vulcanized rubber tubing cut 
longitudinally for use as sheathing on elec- 
tric wiring used in the automotive industry; 
unhardened vulcanized rubber products for 
production equipment in the automotive in- 
dustry; unframed glass especially prepared 
for direct use in the automotive industry 
except “wrap-around” safety glass; springs 
and springleaves used in automotive sus- 
pension systems; automotive license plates; 
electric batteries, including battery supports, 
separators, covers, and other such used in the 
automotive industry; 

Insulated electrical cable cut in lengths 
with or without connections, specifically des- 
tined for the automotive industry; complete 
or incomplete truck cabs, equipped or not; 
complete or incomplete bodies and cabs for 
buses; components for assembly bodies and 


cabs including bodies themselves, shell and 
body frames; 


Miscellaneous parts, that is, hoods, framed 
glass, glass frames, running boards and their 
supports, dashboards, bumpers, radiators and 
their frames, air and fuel tanks and their 
supports, mufflers and exhaust pipes, brake 
drums, license plate brackets, battery boxes, 
spare wheel holders. cast iron and molded 
steel parts specifically for automotive chas- 
sis; and automotive vehicular seats and 
cushions. 

Exceptions to these restrictions may be 
made only by the Minister of Commerce, 
Industry, Mines, Handicrafts, and Mer- 
chant Marine for Group I, and the afore- 
mentioned Minister jointly with the Min- 
ister of National Economy and Finance 
for Group II. 

The decrees initiating these measures, 
published in the Bulletin Official No. 
2533 of May 12, 1961, became effective 
May 20, 1961.

The June 22 Executive decree estab- 
lishing concessions for the steel industry 
observes in its preamble that the State 
has devoted appreciable direct efforts to 
development of steel production, prin- 
cipally in the form of the Sociedad 
Mixta Sidercirgica S.A. (SOMISA) 
plant at San Nicolas and the Fabrica- 
ciones Militares plant at Zapla; that the 
State cannot continue making invest- 
ments for the steel industry at the pace 
the country’s evolution requires; that it 
is the Government’s general policy not to 
increase its direct investments in areas 
where private capital investment is avail- 
able; that it is necessary to promote 
installation of new steelmaking capacity; 
and that the Government, assigning a top 
pricrity to steel in the national economy, 
is disposed to accord special facilities 
to private investors. 

The decree defines two categories of 
companies’ eligible, provided their 
projects are technically efficient and 
economically practical, for special priv- 
ileges in installation of new capacity: 
Integrated steel companies that produce 
iron or steel beginning with smelting of 
iron ore, and semi-integrated steel com- 
panies that begin the industrial cycle 
with the processing of pig iron or steel. 
Greater privileges are extended to the 
integrated than to the semi-integrated 
companies. 

Duty Exemptions Granted 

To the qualifying companies the Gov- 
ernment will grant exemption from 
duties and surcharges on importation of 
machinery, spare parts, raw materials, 
and products destined for steel mills; 
however, the exemptions will not ex- 
tend to goods produced domestically in 
quantity, quality, and prices satisfactory 
for the economy of the steel industry. 

Steelmaking machinery not produced 
in Argentina is already exempt from im- 
port surcharges; however, it is subject 
to custom duties that are relatively 
small, Precisely what raw materials and 
other products are to be exempted from 
import levies is yet to be revealed. 


Tax Benefits Provided 

In addition to the import privileges, 
special tax benefits are provided. De- 
ductions for investments allowed under 
the income tax law (Article 84 of Law 
11,682, as revised) are increased 100 
percent for integrated steelmaking oper- 
ations and 80 percent for semi-integratéd 





steelmaking operations. Private share- 
holders in the companies investing in 
steelmaking installations also receive 
certain income tax deduction privileges 
on dividend earnings. Payments for 
foreign technical assistance are ex- 
empted from taxation (Article 62 of 
Law 11,682, as revised). 

Two-thirds of the value of investments 
for integrated steelmaking operations 
may be amortized in the first half of 
the useful life of the holding. The in- 
tegrated steelmaking company is ex- 
empted from payment of the substitute 
inheritance tax, while the semi-inte- 
grated steelmaking company is permitted 
to defer payment for 5 years. Both in- 
tegrated and semi-integrated steelmak- 
ing companies receive exemption from 
payment of the stamp tax for certain 
types of contracts. 


Guarantees, Priorities Offered 

Other benefits offered are Govern- 
ment guarantees for financing of capital 
goods imports and service contracts for 
the steel companies and priority to the 
companies by State enterprises and agen- 
cies for supply of raw materials, energy, 
fuels, and transportation—U.S. Em- 
bassy. 





Greek-Finnish Trade 


Agreement Renewed 


ATHENS.—tThe Greek-Finnish Trade 
Agreement, which expired on May 31, 
1961, has been renewed by the signing 
of a new protocol extending the agree- 
ment to May 31, 1962. 

Two commodity lists accompany the 
protocol. Among the items included in 
list A, Finnish exports to Greece, are 
woodpulp, newsprint, lumber, and paper. 
List B, Greek exports to Finland, mainly 
includes Greek agricultural commodities 
such as tobacco and various fruits. 

Greek imports of Finnish products and 
invisible payments totaled $6,831,874 in 
the 12-month period ending May 31, 1961. 
Exports of Greek products to Finland 
and invisible receipts in the same period 
amounted to $3,299,344. The clearing 
account, on June 1, 1961, showed a debit 
balance against Greece of $2,745,660. 

The protocol was signed on June 5, 
1961.—U.S. Embassy. 
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Japan Eases Rules 


On Oversea Travel 


TOKYO.—Restrictions on travel 
abroad for certain groups of travelers 
have been eased by the Japanese Min- 
istry of Finance. 

The easing involves broadening of the 
categories of persons who may travel 
abroad for up to 120 days without the 
requirement that a license be obtained. 
The necessary foreign exchange for such 
persons may be secured upon application 
to an authorized foreign exchange bank. 
The main categories covered are busi- 
nessmen connected with foreign ex- 
change banks, transportation, insurance, 
and trade firms and members of such 
business associations as the Federation 
of Bankers’ Associations of Japan, 
Japan Newspaper Publishers and Edi- 
tors Association, and the Japanese Ship- 
owners’ Association. 

Additionally, it is now possible for the 
following groups of travelers, within 
specified limits, to obtain the necessary 
exchange by going directly to an au- 
thorized foreign exchange bank, whereas 
previously they were required to obtain 
a license from the Ministry of Finance: 

@ Faculty members of universities 
who wish to conduct research work 
abroad for a period of time not exceeding 
1 year and are recommended by the 
president of their university. 

@ Persons who wish to participate in 
international academic conferences 
abroad for up to 60 days and are recom- 
mended by the Japan Science Council. 

@ Persons who have been admitted 
into oversea colleges, universities, and 
other institutions within the period of 


Agriculture Expansion Fund 
Established by Sao Paulo 


SAO PAULO.—The State of Sao 
Paulo, Brazil, has established a loan fund 
for projects in the fields of agriculture, 
cattle raising, silviculture, and fisheries. 
Loans are also made for promoting the 
industrialization of products from those 
activities as well as for projects for 
improving the standard of living of rural 
workers through financing of repairs and 
constructing of houses. 

Loans are for a maximum of 7 years, 
except in special cases when the terms 
may be extended to 10 years (12 years 
for reforestation with coniferous trees). 
The loans, made through the Bank of the 
State of Sao Paulo, have varied interest 
rates which are set for each. No loans 
may be made to promote production of 
commodities in over-supply or to firms 
remitting profits or dividends abroad. 

The loan fund was established by Sao 
Paulo Decree No. 38,536, May 29, 1961. 
—U.S. Consulate General.

U.K.-ECSC Council 
Assigns Group Studies 


LUXEMBOURG.—The United King- 
dom-European Coal and Steel Commu- 
nity Council of Association met in Lon- 
don recently, chaired by the United 
Kingdom. The following decisions were 
taken: 

@ Agreement was reached to set up 
a special working party to make periodic 
comparisons of U.K. and ECSC energy 
estimates and to make joint studies for 
increasing productivity in the coal in- 
dustry. 

@ The Coal Committee was asked to 
continue work on long-term prospects 
for increasing trade in solid fuels be- 
tween the United Kingdom and ECSC. 

@ The Steel Committee was instructed 
to study consumption of raw materials 
and use of automation in the steel in- 
dustry. 

The Council, which met on June 15, 
found that the U.K. and ECSC situa- 
tion improved considerably in 1960 com- 
pared with 1959. It forecast for 1965 
a U.K. steel demand of 29 million tons, 
including exports, and a demand of be- 
tween 82 and 98 million tons in the 
ECSC.—U.S. Mission to the European 
Communities. 





Panama Government Plans 
Revision of Tax System 


PANAMA CITY.—A new committee 
of financial experts has been formed in 
Panama to draft tax revision bills for 
submission to the National Assembly 
when it reconvenes on October 1. The 
committee, headed by the Minister of 
Finance and Treasury, is to direct special 
attention to real estate taxes, as well as 
income taxes, based on the ability of each 
taxpayer to pay. 

The Administration’s aim, the Presi- 
dent has pointed out, is to improve the 
procedures and system for levying and 
collecting taxes in order to prevent 
evasions and other practices against the 
interests of the Treasury. More spe- 
cifically, the President has asked for the 
establishment of penalties for tax evaders 
and speedier and more efficient proce- 
dures for handling tax cases in the 
nation’s courts—U.S. Embassy. 


Congo Paying Certain 
Exchange Arrearages 


The Republic of the Congo (Leopold- 
ville) is allocating $2 million a month to 
meet exchange arrearages, under a re- 
cently announced plan. To facilitate ac- 
tion, it is suggested that creditors con- 
tact their Congo accounts, indicating an 
awareness of operating procedures under 
the present system. This may result in 
more prompt payment. 

Claims for foreign exchange for goods 
and services delivered to the Congo were 
accumulated to the amount of $50 million 
prior to inauguration of the present ex- 
change licensing system on October 3, 
1960. Of these claims, about $30 mil- 
lion have been registered for payment 
by the Licensing Office; $20 million hav- 
ing been disallowed as transfers for ad- 
ministrative costs of parent societies in 
Europe. 


Under the new plan, $2 million a 
month has been allocated regularly since 
the beginning of the year to meet arrear- 
ages. Of the total allocated, about $8 
million actually has been released; 
claims covering the remaining $4 million 
now are being processed. 


Allocation of the $2 million authorized 
monthly is based on the total amounts 
claimed by each importer with registered 
arrearages. Thus, if an individual im- 
porter has 10 percent of the total arrear- 
ages outstanding at the start of a given 
month he is allocated 10 percent of the $2 
million, or $200,000. This he may use at 
his discretion to pay any one or several 
of his outstanding accounts by applying 
for exchange licenses up to the total 
amount. 

At no time does the Licensing Office de- 
termine the specific account to be paid. 
The chronological order in which debts 
were incurred has no effect on the order 
of payment unless the importer decides 
to pay his back accounts in this order. 





Ecuador Removes Ensiling 
Units From Duty Charges 


Ecuador has exempted ensiling units 
from customs duties and charges. For 
the proper classification in the tariff, 
Decree No. 1007, published and effective 
June 18, 1961, established under customs 
paragraph 836 item 836-BIS, ensiling 
units (plantas de ensilamiento de 
cereals). 


To qualify for such duty-free importa- 
tion the importer must request prior im- 
port permission from the Ministry of 
Development. Failure to obtain permis- 
sion will necessitate payment of the cus- 
tomary duty charges of 0.30 sucres per 
net kilogram plus 3 percent ad valorem 
(18 sucres=US$1).—Registro Oficial.

Ecuador Sets Up New 


Exchange Rate 


A new par value has been estab- 
lished for Ecuador’s currency, ac- 
companied by a major simplifica- 
tion of the country’s exchange 
system. 

The par value was changed from 
15 sucres to 18 sucres per U.S. 
dollar and Ecuador has discontinued 
most of its multiple exchange rate 
practices. In the past, these in- 
cluded an official exchange market 
with two fixed rates, a free market 
with a fluctuating rate and several 
mixed export rates. 

At least 90 percent of all trade 
and related transactions, including 
the major export items—bananas, 
coffee, and cacao—will be conducted 
within 1 percent on either side of 
parity. 

A small free market with a fluctu- 
ating rate will continue to operate 
mainly for nonessential imports and 
similar transactions in invisibles 
and unregistered capital movements. 

This action was taken in accord- 
ance with Decree No. 33, effective 
July 14.

More New Industries 
Set for Jamaica 


Plans for establishment in Jamaica 
of three new manufacturing firms have 
been announced by the Jamaica Indus- 
trial Development Corporation (JIDC). 
These firms will receive tax and customs 
concessions under the Island’s various 
incentive laws. 

Johnson & Johnson West Indies, Ltd., 
a Jamaica subsidiary of the U.S. firm of 
Johnson & Johnson, will manufacture 
toothbrushes, baby powder, and personal 
products in a new US$500,000 plant on 
the industrial estate of the JIDC at 
Kingston. 

De Champs of Jamaica, Ltd., will oper- 
ate a banana dehydrating plant which 
will produce cereal flakes and flour from 
bananas rejected by the shippers of the 
Island’s fancy export fruit and will ex- 
port these products to Swiss, Swedish, 
English, Canadian, and German markets. 
Linda Artificial Flowers, as a Jamaica 
subsidiary of the New York firm of 
Jerry’s Flower & Feather, will manufac- 
ture components for the U.S. millinery 
industry. 

By encouraging firms to invest in 
Jamaica, the Government hopes to sus- 
tain the Island’s recent economic prog- 
ress, evidenced in 1960 by a 10 percent 
increase in the gross domestic product, 
an 8 percent increase in the per capita 
income and a three-fold increase in in- 
dustrial exports.

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More Investment Funds Available 
Under New U.A.R. Company Rules 


Conroe ate financing and management in both regions of the United 
Arab Republic will be strongly affected by three recent Presidential 


decrees. 


The first decree provides that the number of members on the board 
of directors of any company or establishment in the U.A.R. may not 


exceed seven, two of which are to be 
representatives of the workers and 
salaried employees of the company. The 
latter are to be elected annually on July 
1, the election to be supervised by the 
Ministry of Social Affairs and Labor. 

The second decree, effective August 1, 
provides that total sum to be received by 
a director or member of the board of 
directors of a company, or any other 
official or advisor, shall not exceed 
£E5,000 ($14,350) or £850,000 ($13,888) 
per year. This includes salary, bonuses, 
and allowances. 


More Investment Capital Available 


The effect of these decrees is to de- 
crease the amounts which a company may 
pay to its directors and officers and there- 
fore to increase the amount available 
for investment or distribution as divi- 
dends. Inasmuch as the amount distribu- 
table as dividends is limited by Law No. 
7 of 1959 to 10 percent of par value of 
the shares of the company, the amount 
available for investment is still further 
increased. 

Law No. 7 also provides that after 
distribution of a 5 percent dividend to 
the shareholders, every company must 
set aside 5 percent of the net profits as 
a special reserve for investment in Gov- 
ernment bonds and Treasury bills. These 
new decrees clearly will increase the 
amounts available for this purpose. 


Profit-Sharing Introduced 

The third decree, which applies to all 
share companies, partnerships limited by 
shares, limited liability companies, and 
joint ventures in both regions of the 
U.A.R., provides that net profits for dis- 
tribution within the company are to be 
distributed 75 percent to the shareholders 
and 25 percent to the workers and em- 
ployees. 

The workers’ 25 percent is to be divided 
as follows: 10 percent for various social

Finland Implements 
EFTA Tariff Cuts 


HELSINKI.—tTariffs on most indus- 
trial products exchanged between Fin- 
land and the member countries of the 
European Free Trade Association were 
cut 30 percent when the EFTA-Finland 
agreement entered into force on July 1. 
At the same time, Finland increased its 
global quotas from 30 million Finnish 
marks to 33 million (320 Finnish marks= 
US$1) and also eased restrictions on 
certain foreign exchange invisibles. 

The final instruments of ratification of 
the EFTA-Finland agreement (FCW, 
May 15, 1961, p. 17) were deposited in 
Stockholm on June 26. This associated 
Finland officially with the European Free 
Trade Association. Following this action 
by the EFTA members, a Finnish Gov- 
ernment decree of June 29 put into effect 
the 30-percent tariff reduction which low- 
ered rates to the level scheduled by the 
EFTA countries for July 1, as well as 
other provisions of the EFTA-Finland 
and related agreements.—U.S. Embassy. 





Denmark Liberalizes More 
Dollar Area Import Items 


Denmark has liberalized import of 
additional items including natural yeasts, 
various manufactures of plating mate- 
rials, roofing paperboard, reinforced 
sacks of jute, sacks of cotton net fabric, 
certain kinds of powder and explosives, 
natural cork, footwear of leather, acid- 
proof tiles and building bricks, and sport 
and pleasure boats. 

The new liberalization, effective July 
1, applies to goods imported from the 
dollar area and the area of the European 
Payments Union.

Brazil Lists Priority 
Economic Programing 


RIO DE JANEIRO.—The President of 
Brazil on July 21 approved a plan for 
priority projects which require external 
financial assistance. The plan is to be 
presented by Brazil at the Inter-Ameri- 
can Economic and Social Council meeting 
beginning August 5 at Punta del Este, 
Uruguay. 

Forty-one projects of special economic 
interest and capable of having immediate 
social impact are listed. These priorities 
represent an “emergency plan” prepara- 
tory to a 5-year plan now being elab- 
orated. The projects call for an expendi- 
ture of 95.3 billion cruzeiros plus $106.4 
million, equivalent to approximately 
$487.4 million. (The present free ex- 
change rate is approximately 260 cru- 
zeiros to the dollar.) 

The projects, with funds estimated for 
each, in billions of cruzeiros, and/or in 
U.S. dollars as indicated, are as follows: 


Regional Development Plans: First year of 
plan for development of the Northeast (SU- 
DENE), 15; and undertakings in the three 
southern states of Parana, Santa Catrina, 
and Rio Grande do Sul, 1. 

Colonization and Resettlement: Amazon Val- 
ley, .9; Pernambuco, 2.5; and Rio Grande do 
Sul, 2.1. 

Agriculture and Livestock: Improvement of

Finland, Communist China 
Conclude 1961 Trade Pact 


HELSINKI.—The annual renewal of 
the trade agreement between Finland and 
communish China, providing for mutual 
exchange of goods to a value of 19,- 
575,000 rubles (1 ruble=US$1.11), has 
just been concluded in Helsinki. The 
agreement is retroactive to November 1, 
1960, and will remain in force until Octo- 
ber 31, 1961. 


Among the commodities scheduled for 
export from Finland to communist 
China are pulp, newsprint, special paper, 
cardboard, cellophane, rayon staple fiber, 
certain kinds of wire, machines for 
papermaking, and refrigerator ships. 

Communist China is to send Finland 
such products as soybeans, rice, wood 
oil, peppermint oil, rosin, bamboo, hand- 
made table cloths, gloves, fishing nets, 
black tea, antimony, talcum powder, 
apples, canned food, raw silk, silk goods 
and various other textiles, musical in- 
struments, and pharmaceuticals.—U.S.

Production of foodgrains was at a 
record level in the second quarter, ac- 
cording to available data. Rice produc- 
tion is officially estimated at 34.2 million 
metric tons, up 9 percent from the crop 
of the preceding year. This year’s wheat 
crop is estimated at over 10 million tons, 
compared with the previous high of 9.9 
million tons. Production of all food- 
grains and pulses is estimated at about 
78 million tons. 

Production of refined sugar in the cur- 
rent season, which began in November, 
totaled 2.9 million long tons by the end 
of May. Sugar production in the entire 
season is expected to reach a record of 
3 million tons, a 25-percent increase over 
production in the preceding season. 

Problems developing in the jute in- 
dustry as a result of the abnormally small 
harvest in 1960 reached a climax, and all 
jute mills connected with the Indian Jute 
Mills Association were closed for 2 weeks. 
This measure was taken to achieve 
equilibrium between the available supply 
of raw jute and the normal consumption 
requirements of mills until arrival of the 
new crop. 


Transportation Facilities Expanded 

Railway traffic offerings have consider- 
ably exceeded hauling capacity. The Rail- 
way Board has taken steps to increase 
carriage capacity and to improve de- 
liveries of coal, which is in short supply 
in many parts of the country. In addi- 
tion to putting all available rolling stock 
in service, off and on loading procedures 
have been streamlined. 

Sixty meter-gage and 40 broad-gage 
diesel locomotives will be imported from 
the United States this year, in addition 
to 7 shunting diesel locomotives from 
West Germany. A total of 300 diesel 
locomotives are to be imported during 
the period of the third plan. 

An Export-Import Bank loan of $8.1 
million for the purchase of two Boeing- 
707 jet aircraft for Air India Interna- 
tional was approved in June.

Sweden Eases License Control 
On Exports to Sino-Soviet 


STOCKHOLM.—Licenses are no 
longer required to export a wide range 
of Swedish-produced goods to Albania, 
Bulgaria, communist China, Czechoslo- 
vakia, Hungary, North Korea, North 
Viet-Nam, Poland, Rumania, and the 
Soviet Union, the Swedish Government’s 
Trade Licensing Board has announced. 

Major categories of commodities 
affected by the action, effective July 1, 
1961, include: Chemicals, plastics, paper 
and pulp, machinery and tools, electrical 
equipment, office machines (excluding 
electronic calculators), radio and tele- 
vision sets, optical and surgical instru- 
ments, and X-ray apparatus. 

On January 1, 1960, Sweden abolished 
export license requirements for a wide 
range of items for most countries other 
than those of the Sino-Soviet block. The 
effect of the present order is to extend 
the earlier concessions granted Western 
countries to countries of the Sino-Soviet 
bloc.—U.S. Embassy. 





Income Tax Rate Progression 
Sharply Increased by Egypt 


The rate of progression in the 
Egyptian general income tax has been 
sharply increased. Income tax brackets 
and the new rates are as follows (1 
Egyptian pound=US$2.87) : 

Up to £E1,000, exempt; over £E1,000 to 
£E1,500, 8%; over £E1,500 to £E2,000, 9%; 
over £E2,000 to £E3,000, 10%; over £E3,- 
000 to £E4,000, 15%; over £E4,000 to £K5,- 
000, 25%; over £E5,000 to £E6,000, 35%; 
over £E6,000 to £E7,000, 45%; over £E7,000 
to £E8,000, 55%; over £E8,000 to £E9,000, 
65%; over £E9,000 to £E10,000, 75%; over 
£E10,000, 90%. 

Previous tax brackets ranged from 
8 percent on incomes of 1,000 to 2,000 
pounds up to 80 percent on incomes 
over 30,000 pounds. 

The action was taken by Presidential 
decree of July 19 which will become effec- 
tive January 1, 1962, and applies to the 
tax year 1961 and coming years.

Guatemala Freezes 
Rents on Housing 


GUATEMALA CITY.—Guatemala 
has frozen rents on certain types of 
housing. Any increase in rent from the 
rate paid on November 1, 1960, is de- 
clared illegal unless improvements and/ 
or expansions have been made to the 
property. For premises unoccupied on 
November 1, 1960, no more rent can be 
collected than the rate paid by the last 
tenant unless improvements and/or ex- 
pansions have been made. 

The new law, effective July 21, does 
not apply to: Furnished housing, pro- 
vided furniture is valued at over $1,000 
not including refrigerators, kitchen 
stoves, water heaters, washing machines, 
dryers, radios or TV sets; housing con- 
structed after November 1, 1960, and 
not rented on July 21, 1961; and housing 
units whose total value exceeds $20,000. 

Housing valuations can be appealed to 
the rent judge in Guatemala City or to 
the competent courts elsewhere. When a 
tenant appeals to the courts for a rent 
reduction, the courts must apply the fol- 
lowing rate schedule: Premises valued 
at $5,000 or less, 0.6 percent; premises 
valued between $5,001, and $15,000, 0.7 
percent; and, premises valued between 
$15,000 and $20,000, 0.8 percent.—U.S. 
Embassy. 





Tariff Quotas on Duty-Free 
Imports Set in Netherlands 


THE HAGUE.—New tariff quotas 
have been established by the Ministry 
of Finance under which specified quanti- 
ties of certain commodities may be im- 
ported duty free into the Netherlands 
during 1961. 

The tariff quotas, which became effec- 
tive on June 14, cover the following com- 
modities, shown by annual quota in kilo- 
grams: 

Ethylbenzene, 10,000,000; blocks, plates, 
sheets, strips of natural cork, excluding 
small blocks for cork manufacture (stop- 
pers), not reinforced with paper, tissue, or 
other materials, 20,000; ferromanganese 
(containing 2 percent or less, measured by 
weight of carbon), 500,000; 

Ferrosilicon, 2,600,000; ferrous silicoman- 
ganese, 420,000; ferromolytdenum, 27,000; 
crude magnesium, 180,000. 

A tariff quota of 550 metric tons for 
electric or transformer sheets has been 
set for the second half of 1961.—U.S. 
Embassy.

Ecuador Revises Duties 
On Fastener Imports 


QUITO.—Import duty rates on certain 
zippers and some other related items 
have been modified by Ecuador. 

The changes in duty rates necessitated 
addition of some new items and clarifica- 
tion of others. Tariff classifications for 
zippers and related fasteners indicating 
the new-established subitems and new 
rates of duty, in sucres per net kilogram 
and percent ad valorem, with former 
rate or new status in parentheses, are as 
follows, (18 sucres=US$1):

Surinam Investment, 
Tax Guide Available 


PARAMARIBO.—A 62-page booklet 
Investment and Taxation in Surinam, 
published in April by the Ministry of 
Finance of the Government of Surinam, 
is now available on loan from American 
Republics Division, U.S. Department of 
Commerce, Washington 25, D.C. or for 
inspection at Department Field Offices in 
principal cities. 

The booklet includes full English trans- 
lations, prepared by the Ministry of Fi- 
nance, of the Surinam Investment Ordi- 
nance (G.P. No. 17, 1960, dated Feb. 26, 
1960) as amended (G.P. No. 30, 1960), 
and of the Ministry of Finance adminis- 
trative Resolution No. 2582 for imple- 
menting some provisions of the basic 
law. Also included are detailed ex- 
planatory comments on the entire enact- 
ment in logical order and a format for 
application to receive the benefits of the 
investment ordinance. 

The booklet contains a lengthy explan- 
ation of Surinam taxes on business activ- 
ity and comment on taxes connected with 
starting and operating a business. 

The accompanying message from the 
Surinam Minister of Finance warns that 
“the booklet does not purport to convey 
a comprehensive understanding of the 
investment climate in Surinam.” Re- 
quests for further information are soli- 
cited, however, to be addressed to Min- 
istry of Finance, Paramaribo, Surinam, 
South America. 

A full review of the Surinam Invest- 
ment Ordinance has been published

Canadian exports of oats and barley 
from July 1960 through May 1961 were 
737,000 metric tons—down 40 percent 
from the 1.2 million shipped in the same 
period a year ago, according to the For- 
eign Agricultural Service. 

Oats shipments were down from 83,- 
000 to 29,000 tons—a drop of 65 per- 
cent. Large decreases in shipments to 
almost all major markets, with the ex- 
ception of the United Kingdom, largely 
account for the drop. 
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Ethiopian Dum Flour Firm 
Wants Expansion Capital 


An Eritrean manufacturer of dum nut 
flour seeks U.S. private capital invest- 
ment to expand its present production 
activities. Approximately $160,000 is 
sought. 

The firm, S/A Industriale De Rossi, 
reportedly has an exclusive concession 
until 1980 for exploitation of the dum 
nut. 

Current operations consist of the pro- 
duction of 10,000 to 15,000 metric tons 
annually of dum nut flour, which is used 
mainly as feedstuffs (cattle, pig, and 
chicken feed). It does an annual volume 
of business of $400,000. 

The decorticating machinery was in- 
vented by Dr. Alberto Del Re, manager 
of the Keren, Eritrea plant, which re- 
portedly makes the production of the 
flour economical. 

The Keren factory, located on 5,500 
square meters of government-owned 
land, includes housing for key personnel 
and a manager’s office. It employs 1,000 
to 2,000 Eritreans, on a piece work basis. 

The firm has its own powerplant which 
burns the unusable part of the dum nut. 
It also has an inactive factory in Agor- 
dat. 

With additional capital investment, the 
firm proposes to install artificial drying 
equipment which would allow the fac- 
tory to work year round and employ 
several hundred more people. 

Expanded operations would increase 
its production to 30,000 to 40,000 metric 
ton of dum nut flour a year. 

S/A Industriale De Rossi would be 
willing to offer the U.S. investor 49 per- 
cent of the company equity and a share 
in the management. Full agreement 
would be a matter for negotiation. 

A commercial connection with the U.S. 
investor for sale of the flour in the 
United States, under an exclusive sales 
franchise, also is possible.

be other uses than as cattle feed for dum 
nut flour; he believes it might be mixed 
in ordinary flour for human consump- 
tion. In Europe the flour is said to be 
mixed with coffee in a 35-65 ratio, re- 
spectively (reportedly to reduced caffein 
content). 

The dum nut reportedly grows wild in 
Western Eritrea. According to the firm, 
there are five types of dum nut meal. 


Uses of the dum nut tree are manifold 
—the wood is used for building, the 
fronds yield fiber for bags and cordage 
which is said to be extremely resistant 
to salt water; and the nut can be used 
for button blanks (vegetable ivory), 
cattle feed, oil, alcohol, and acids. 

Both the kernel and the fibrous husk 
and woody shell of the nut are used in 
the manufacture of flour. The firm pre- 
viously manufactured buttons and button 
blanks. At present no buttons are be- 
ing manufactured, although equipment 
for such manufacturing is available and 
could be activated if a market were fore- 
seen, according to the firm.

Facts by Country 


The Peruvian market for imports has 
expanded substantially in the past few 
years as a result of an impressive growth 
in the country’s export industries. Peru’s 
imports in 1960 were the second highest 
in its history, at $374.9 million. Early 
1961 statistics indicate imports for the 
year will be the highest in the country’s 
record. As a consequence of the Peru- 
vian Government’s policy of encouraging 
the import of raw materials and capital 
goods, while providing tariff protection 
for Peru’s developing soft goods indus- 
tries, the relative importance of imports 
of raw materials and capital goods have 
been continually increasing. The present 
year has brought significant increases 
in imports of capital goods and auto- 
motive vehicles and machinery, as well as 
certain essential foodstuffs. 

The United States, Peru’s principal 
supplier, is encountering increasing com- 
petition from European and Japanese 
products. Prices and credit terms offered 
by U.S. exporters are the key means by 
which this competition may be met. 

From an investment point of view, 
Peru offers many opportunities. Peru’s

First U.S. Exhibit in West Africa 
Scheduled for Ghana in November 


HE UNITED States will hold its first exhibition in any of the West 

African republics November 24-December 24 in Accra, Ghana, the 
Department of Commerce has announced. 

An announcement from the Secretary’s office said, “Our Exhibition 
will be a practical, working, do-it-yourself demonstration of American 
techniques and equipment which other new countries have found helpful 
in achieving their goals of economic and social progress.” 

Theme of the display will be “Small Industries Are Big Business.” 


The Exhibition is designed to show the 
real interest of the U.S. Government in 
assisting Ghana to develop its industry 
by providing visual and manual examples 
of what can be done by using basic tools 
and production techniques. 

Over 100 U.S. firms are cooperating 
with the Commerce Department’s Office 
of International Trade Fairs (OITF) in 
presenting the display. 

Several shops will demonstrate the 
industrial training of workers. A com- 
plete small machine shop and sheet metal 
shop, a woodworking and heat treating 
shop, and an automotive repair shop will 
provide on-the-spot courses for students 
who will be graded on their products. 

Another training school will provide a 
30-day course in communications and 
audio-visual training aids, covering as- 
sembly, operation, and maintenance. 

The latest methods in educational 
training will be demonstrated in a school- 
room set up for teaching elementary 
grades. 

A variety of housewares suitable for 
Ghanaian homes—aluminum awnings, 
venetian blinds, window shades, draperies, 
furniture, and folding doors—will be 
manufactured in small but complete 
plants on the Exhibition grounds. 

Other exhibits designed to interest 
everyone from industrialists and business- 
men to white collar workers and farmers 
will include business machines, agricul- 
tural and road-building machinery, and 
commercial canning equipment. 

A special exhibit will show how Amer- 
icans use cocoa, Ghana’s top export. 

Several exhibits will show U.S. products 
for which the manufacturers will be seek- 
ing distributors, agents, and other local 
business connections. These will include 
refrigerators, stoves, freezers, radios, de- 
humidifiers, phonographs, and other 
items in the consumer goods line. 

For youngsters there will be a small 
auto track for low-speed, low-powered Go- 
Kart racing, as well as driver training. 
In a nearby pool, recreational boats and 
outboard motors will be shown. And in 
the adjoining display area will be several 
light airplanes. 

Ghanaian women will be able to watch 
a fashion show and tour a working 
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laundry and dry-cleaning plant. 

The U.S. Exhibition will occupy an 8%- 
acre site near Accra’s waterfront and 
commercial center. More than 1 million 
visitors are expected. 





Swedish Forestry Exposition 


Opened on Permanent Basis 


STOCKHOLM.—tThe Silvanum Expo- 
sition, which illustrated the latest tech- 
nological developments and achievements 
in forestry, was opened permanently in 
Gavle earlier this summer. 

Gavle is an important shipping center 
for Swedish forest products industries. 
It lies 150 miles north of Stockholm. 

Main objectives of the show are to 
arouse public interest in and increase the 
understanding of the nation’s forest in- 
dustries, and to put into practical appli- 
eation the scientific and technological 
progress that has been made. 

Close contact will be maintained on a 
continuing basis with all fields of forest 
operation, including educational and re- 
search institutions, forest labor organi- 
zations, owners of forest lands, timber 
processing industries, and Swedish Gov- 
ernment departments.

Large Display in Turkey 
Planned at Minimum Cost 


Fifty U.S. firms will be represented, 
through their Turkish distributors, in 
the U.S. pavilion at the 30th Interna- 
tional Trade Fair at Izmir, August 20- 
September 20. 

The U.S. exhibit will be one of the most 
inexpensive, in terms of taxpayers’ dol- 
lars, to be shown anywhere. 

At the same time, says the Department 
of Commerce’s Office of International 
Trade Fairs, it will be one of the most 
comprehensive in terms of exhibited 
merchandise and expected attendance. 

Because of whole hearted support from 
Turkish distributors and U.S. principals, 
as well as the cooperation of the Turkish 
Government, total U.S. cost will be less 
than $60,000, the OITF has announced. 
Without this support and cooperation, the 
U.S. exhibit would cost an estimated 
$175,000. 


Extra Imports Allowed 


The Turkish Government has granted 
Turkish distributors permission to im- 
port an extra $1 million in goods—above 
the normal quota—if the goods are shown 
in the U.S. exhibit before they are sold. 


This arrangement, according to OITF, 
has made the Fair attractive to U.S. 
businessmen. They are renting their own 
space in the U.S. pavilion, paying the cost 
of transportation of their goods, and 
staffing their booths with their own sales 
technicians. 

The OITF announcement pointed out 
that when the United States sponsors an 
exhibit in a less commercially attractive 
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site, many of these costs are borne by 
the U.S. Government. 


Exhibit Items Vary 


Exhibited items will range from sewing 
machines to earth-moving equipment, 
with emphasis on heavy machinery. 

Among products to be shown in the 
50,000-square-foot display area are office 
equipment, business machines, duplica- 
ting and printing units, hand and power 
tools, photographic equipment, welding 
machines, drilling and pumping equip- 
ment, lathes, air compressors, lifts, 
cranes, marine engines, light trucks, cars, 
motorcycles, tractors, and public-address 
systems. 

A model of a steel mill being built in 
Turkey by three U.S. firms will be shown, 
as will a collection of modern synthetic 
fibers. 

More than 1.5 million people attended 
the U.S. exhibit at Izmir last year. The 
total this year is expected to surpass 
that figure. 

Other nations exhibiting at Izmir in- 
clude West Germany, Austria, Belgium, 
Holland, Luxembourg, Bulgaria, Czech- 
oslovakia, Denmark, Finland, Japan, 
Korea, England, Italy, Israel, Spain, 
Pakistan, Poland, Rumania, Yugoslavia, 
Cyprus, France, India, Hungary, Russia, 
and Norway. 





Indian Industry Fair 
To Open This Fall 


A thorough sampling of U.S. technolog- 
ical know-how will be shown at the Indian 
Industries Fair in New Delhi, November 
14-January 1. 

The Fair, which coincides with the 
start of India’s third 5-year plan, will 
draw exhibits from every major indus- 
trial nation. 

“Industry in the Service of Man” will 
be the theme of the U.S. exhibition, re- 
ports the Department of Commerce’s 
Office of International Trade Fairs. 

The U.S. exhibit will occupy a 5-acre 
site next to the Soviet Union’s pavilion. 


Movement, Vitality Stressed 


“The American exhibition will have 
more machines and people working in 
it than a medium-sized factory,” the 
OITF announcement said. Movement 
and vitality are two things the exhibit 
will stress. 

Included in the display will be a model 
paper producing machine in operation, 
a printing plant producing a multi- 
colored guidebook for visitors, and a com- 
plete working tool and die shop. Auto 
engines will be rebuilt and tested. Plastic 
will be molded, and the tensile strength 
of steel will be tested. 

Also planned are demonstrations of 
electronic teaching devices, weather fore-

Floating Year-Long Trade 
Fair To Show U.S. Goods 


‘American Products Go Around the 
World’ is the theme of a proposed Float- 
ing Trade Fair, tentatively scheduled to 
begin the first of annual year-long voy- 
age in December 1962. 

Sponsors of the fair, American Inter- 
national Tradeships, Inc., believe this 
will offer U.S. firms an opportunity to 
display their products to a much broader 
audience than now is possible through 
established trade fairs in widely sepa- 
rated commercial centers. 

Utilizing a surplus aircraft carrier 
now being converted, exhibit space will 
be available on the flight deck and 
lower hanger deck. A pneumatic shelter 
covering the flight deck can be raised 
fg exhibit protection under all weather 
conditions. Among other facilities of- 
fered will be an auditorium, offices, con- 
ference rooms, a technical and business 
library, photographic shop, and accomo- 
dations for crew and exhibitors. 

Efforts to promote interest in the 
countries to be visited will include exten- 
sive advance publicity, official receptions, 
cultural exhibits, and chartered trans- 
portation to bring buyers from inland 
markets to the fair port. Advance re- 
search on local economic and marketing 
conditions also will enable the exhibitor 
to tailor his product to meet customer 
demand. 

The route tentatively scheduled will 
include the east coast of South America 
and the west coast of Africa in the 
winter and spring of 1963. European 
ports will be covered in late spring and 
early summer to capitalize on the inter- 
est in outdoor exhibitions. The east 
coast of Africa, India, the Far East, and 
the west coast of South America will 
conclude the first voyage. Fair sponsors 
estimate a total of 210 days in ports for 
exhibition purposes, with stops of from 
8 to 8 days, depending upon the area 
and indicated market potential.

emphasis, as in most underdeveloped 
countries, is on industrial growth. The 
Government provides a number of in- 
centives to industrial investments. In ad- 
dition, increased activity in low-cost hous- 
ing and roadbuilding offer numerous ex- 
port opportunities. 

Ecuador is traditionally an exporter of 
agricultural products and relies largely 
upon the foreign exchange earnings of 
these products to pay for imports. The 
United States is the country’s principal 
supplier of imported goods. Ecuador 
follows a selective policy on goods im- 
ported into the country, classifying each 
import tariff item as essential, luxury, 
or prohibited. Essential goods, which 
cover a large rance of foodstuffs, raw 
materials, machinery, vehicles, and vari- 
ous manufactured products enjoy the 
least import restrictions. 

Export opportunities exist in selling 
essential goods and to a lesser extent lux- 
ury goods in spite of recent balance of 
payments difficulties that have occurred 
in Ecuador. The Government has taken 
steps to cope with the situation and it is 
expected that this relatively small coun- 
try will continue to offer a good market 
for U.S. exporters, though perhaps at a 
somewhat reduced level. 

Of particular interest are several re- 
cent developmental-type credits approved 
for Ecuador that will afford opportunities 
for possible investments and sales of ma- 
chinery and equipment. 


Chile primarily is a market for raw 
materials and capital goods with a limited 
import potential for most consumer goods. 

Capital inflow brought about by earth- 
quake rehabilitation assistance and for- 
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eign developments loans, together with 
possible new investments in the copper 
industry, will favorably affect the coun- 
try’s capacity to import. 

The Chilean Government’s new 10-year 
development program promises a greater 
import market for machinery and equip- 
ment as well as numerous investment op- 
portunities. The Government’s much 
needed low-cost housing program will in- 
crease the need for construction ma- 
terials and equipment which has already 
increased considerably because of the re- 
cent earthquake in southern Chile that 
caused damaged estimated at $396 mil- 
lion. 

As a member of the newly formed Latin 
American Free Trade Area (LAFTA), 
Chile should offer a very good base of 
operations for companies wishing to in- 
vest in this Latin American common 
market.

tion, agreements were signed calling for 
an increase in Brazil-U.S.S.R. trade in 
both directions to $40 million, compared 
with about $30 million in 1960. Another 
joint meeting of the Brazilian and Soviet 
Executive Commissions will be held in 
Rio de Janeiro in January 1962. 

Preliminary discussions in May be- 
tween Brazilian officials and a commu- 
nist China commercial mission visiting 
Brazil forecast an increase of approxi- 
mately $50 million in trade between the 
countries.

EI Salvador Roads 
To Be Improved 


SAN SALVADOR.—The National Eco- 
nomic Coordination and Planning Com- 
mission has approved a 4-year plan for 
highway improvement and road construc- 
tion in El Salvador. 

The plan, estimated at 30,440,000 
colones ($12,176,000), is expected to be 
financed by loans from the World Bank. 

Reconstruction, improvement, and re- 
alignment of existing roads, as well as 
construction of entirely new roads, is 
scheduled. Perhaps the most pressing 
project is the reconstruction of the 
Acajutla-Sonsonate-San Salvador high- 
way, 84 kilometers in length, which will 
receive heavy use once the port of 
Acajutla begins operations. This proj- 
ect includes a 22-kilometer stretch of 
the Inter-American Highway from Cuya- 
gualo to Santa Tecla. 

A secondary highway from Santa Ana 
to the Honduran border at Anguiatu will 
open up a sizeable area in the northwest 
section to agricultural exploitation. 

The program has been devised by the 
Government with the assistance of Tip- 
petts-Abbett-McCarthy-Stratton Inter- 
American Corporation (TAMS), a U.S. 
engineering firm presently supervising 
construction of the almost completed 
Littoral Highway and accompanying 
feeder roads. TAMS expects to be 
awarded the contract for supervision of 
a major portion of the program. 
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Special Fund of U.N., World Bank 
To Conduct Bangkok Port Studies 


TRE UNITED Nations Special Fund, the Government of Thailand, and 
the World Bank have agreed to provide for a detailed study of the 
siltation problem at the Port of Bangkok and for a study of the economic 
feasibility of building an alternative port at Sriracha. 


The Special Fund has allocated $1 million toward the cost. 


The re- 


mainder, equivalent to $268,000 for the siltation study and a smaller 
sum for the alternative port study, will be borne by Thailand. 


Bank To Execute Project 

The World Bank will act as executing 
agency for the studies, having general 
responsibility for execution of the proj- 
ect including disbursement of the money 
made available by the Special Fund. 

Thailand has retained the Netherlands 
Engineering Consultants (NEDECO) to 
carry out the studies. The work will be 
completed in 1965. 

Purpose of the study is to determine 
the best solution to the siltation problem 
concerning the reduction of dredging 
costs. The Government now spends $1.5 
to $2 million annually on dredging at the 
mouth of the Chao Phraya River to per- 
mit ocean-going vessels to enter the 
Port. 

The study will include a hydrograph- 
ical and hydrological site survey and 
investigation and a field laboratory study 
of the estuary of the Chao Phraya 
River, including observations of tides, 
waves, currents, salinity, temperature, 
silt content and analysis, processes of 
siltation, and scour and subsoil analysis; 
and, based on these findings, the con- 
struction of a large scale model of the 
Chao Phraya estuary in a hydraulic 
laboratory. 

The second study will evaluate the 
costs and benefits of building an alterna- 
tive deep-water port at Sriracha on the 
east coast of the Gulf of Thailand. 





Road Maintenance Program 
To Get Underway in Bolivia 


Bolivia, with help from the Develop- 
ment Loan Fund, will undertake a high- 
way maintenance program. 

Allocation of the $2 million DLF credit 
will provide a basis on which Bolivia can 
plan and schedule its maintenance efforts 
for the next 3 years, while at the same 
time preparing technical information 
to support application for a formal loan. 

The National Road Service, a new 
agency, will carry out the program. 
Most equipment in its possession was 
procured 3 to 5 years ago as used or re- 
conditioned equipment. Maintenance 
costs are now uneconomical. 

Much of the equipment consists of 





Improvement of Airfields 
Scheduled in Ethiopia 


Ethiopia plans to build one new air- 
port, expand three major airfields, and 
improve 22 smaller internal ones. 

Purchase of maintenance and overhaul 
equipment and spare parts needed to 
support the operation of two jet aircraft 
is also planned. 

Two Development Loan Fund loans 
totaling $23,350,000 will assist the avia- 
tion projects. 

The airport construction loan of $20,- 
250,000 will aid in construction of an air- 
port at Addis Ababa and expansion of 
existing airports at Asmara, Dire Dawa, 
and Jimma. 

It will also help make possible the im- 
provement of 22 smaller internal airfields 
which form a principal means of freight 
and passenger transportation from re- 
mote but economically important parts 
of the country. 


To Save Foreign Exchange 

Equipment procured with the $3.1 mil- 
lion jet aircraft facilities loan will per- 
mit the Ethiopian Air Lines to overhaul 
two new Boeing 720B jets being pur- 
chased with the help of the Export-Im- 
port Bank. 

This will save the foreign exchange 
which otherwise would have to be spent 
for their overhaul in another country. 

The DLF funds will help finance pro- 
curement of two groups of facilities. 
One includes equipment, tools, and parts 
needed for jet engine overhaul. The 
other includes general maintenance 
equipment for aircraft and aviation fa- 
cilities. 

Procurement with DLF funds will be 
in the United States, except for a small 
portion which may be used to finance 
local currency costs.

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Indian State To Build 
Several Power Stations 


CALCUTTA.—The State of Bihar, 
faced with a power shortage, plans to 
build several electric power stations. 
The State’s Electricity Board will under- 
take the expansion. 

A 145,000-kilowatt thermal station 
will be constructed at Barauni in the 
Monghyr district of the State; it will 
cost an estimated 30 million rupees ($6.3 
million). 

The plant, designed on the unit sys- 
tem basis of a single boiler feeding each 
turbine, will consist initially of two 15,- 
000-kilowatt turbine generators. The 
first is scheduled for initial operation 
late this year and the second in early 
1962. 

Present plans call for installation soon 
of a third 15,000-kilowatt unit and two 
additional units of 50,000 kilowatts each 
during the third 5-year plan (which be- 
gan last April). 

The Barauni station will be the base 
station in North Bihar with 132-kilovolt 
transmission lines to serve the area. 
Power from this station is expected to be 
connected with that of the Gandak sta- 
tion during the third 5-year period. 

The Kosi hydroelectric station, to be 
constructed on the Eastern Main Canal 
of the Kosi River at Bathnaha in Bihar, 
will produce about 18,000 kilowatts of 
seasonal power between April and No- 
vember. 
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Over-all cost of this station is esti- 
mated at 22.4 million rupees ($4.7 mil- 
lion), including a foreign exchange com- 
ponent of 9 million rupees. The project 
is expected to be completed by 1964-65. 

About 50 percent of the power pro- 
duced in this station is to be transmitted 
to Nepal, according to a 1954 agreement. 

In addition to these power stations, a 
hydroelectric station on the Candak 
River at Bhainsalotan is expected to be 
constructed before the end of the 5-year 
period. Estimated to cost 20 million 
rupees ($4.2 million), this station will 
initially develop 49,000 kilowatts of 
power, small amounts of which are in- 
tended for Nepal and Uttar Pradesh. 

The State Government is also con- 
sidering a hydroelectric project at the 
confluence of the South Koel and Kar 
rivers in the Singhbhum district, accord- 
ing to the Deputy Minister for Irrigation 
in Bihar. Estimated to cost about 40 
million rupees ($84 million), this station 
will consist of four powerplants with a 
total output of 400,000 kilowatts of 
hydroelectric power. If implemented, it 
would be the largest hydroelectric power 
station in Bihar. 

Despite its 5-year plan to raise firm 
capacity to between 400,000 and 500,000 
kilowatts, Bihar will undoubtedly have a 
greater power shortage by the end of this 
period. Official estimates as to extent of 
the shortage by 1965 range from 120,000 
to 200,000 kilowatts as against an ex- 
pected additional increase in the demand 
for power between 1965-70 of roughly 
100,000 kilowatts in North Bihar alone. 
—U.S. Consulate General. 
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Lebanon To Begin 
Public Works Plan 


BEIRUT.—A $145.2-million 5-year de- 
velopment plan, to be started next year, 
will conduct drinking water to 638 
Lebanese villages and will improve the 
water supply system in 550 others. 

The Council of Ministers plans to ask 
the Chamber of Deputies for the funds 
(£450 million) to cover the program. 

Cost of the works, to be undertaken 
by the Department of Public Works in 
Beirut, will be covered partly by petro- 
leum receipts and partly by ordinary 
budget appropriations. 

The £450 million will be distributed 
as follows: Irrigation, £64 million; drink- 
ing water, £76 million; electric power, 
£72 million; highways, £124 million; 
river beds, £9 million; antiquities, £10 
million; public buildings, £20 million; 
and reconstruction, £75 million. 

The electric power project, the survey 
of which has now been completed, pro- 
vides for equipping 1,279 villages with 
electric lights and improving the system 
in 304 villages to which power is supplied 
by small private concerns. 

The Council of Ministers’ bill adds that 
the project of constructing a third basin 
in the Beirut harbor may cost £50 million 
($16.1 million), for which the govern- 
ment will not request appropriations, 
as the project’s cost will be largely cov- 
ered by the sale proceeds of reclaimed 
land.—U.S. Embassy.

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Japan Passes Measures 
For Shipping Industry 


TOKYO.—The Japanese Diet has 
passed four bills of interest to the 
shipping industry. 

@ The Minister of Transportation 
was instructed to prepare and carry out 
an accelerated 5-year port and harbor 
improvement plan. 

@ A revised portion of the port and 
harbor law permits the Government to 
include measures to prevent sinking 
land, in its construction programs, for 
port and harbor areas. A total of 745 
million yen (360 yen=US$1) may be 
used for this in the 1961 Japanese fiscal 
year. 

Approximately half this sum will be 
used in joint projects with local port 
authorities; the Government will bear 
60 percent of the cost, while the remain- 
ing half may be used for projects paid 
in whole by the Government. 

@ A revised portion of the coastal 
passenger vessel public corporation law, 
now called the special vessel improve- 
ment public corporation law, allows the 
inclusion of coastal cargo vessels in the 
Government-sponsored scrapping and re- 
placement program. 

A total of 500 million yen has been 
set aside for the 1961-62-63 fiscal years 
for this program. 

@ The Government may arrange with 
the Development Bank of Japan for 
an interest differential to be extended 
on loans for construction of oceangoing 
vessels. This relief is provided for only 
in the 1961-62-63 fiscal years. 

The interest differential will be for 
1.5 percent—the difference between 5 
percent and the Bank’s current annual 
interest rate of 6.5 percent. 

A total of 18 million yen has been 
approved for this project in the 1961 
fiscal year. 

Basic legislation for this temporary 
law is a 1953 law, as amended, which 
authorized the Government to pay the 
difference between 5 percent and the 
current private interest rate as well as 
to compensate the banks for losses on 
loans up to 30 percent of the total con- 
struction loan total. 


Aid Suspended, Resumed 


Interest aid was suspended in 1957-58- 
59 but was resumed in 1960. The Gov- 
ernment at that time agreed to pay the 
difference between the interest rate of 
5 percent and 9.49 percent for construc- 
tion loans on vessels built under the 
1954-55 and 1955-56 shipbuilding pro- 
grams and the difference between the 
interest rate of 7.5 percent and 9.49 
percent for construction loans on ves- 
sels built under the 1956-62 programs. 

Interest aid provided by the Govern- 
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ment theoretically is a loan and is sub- 
ject to repayment. When a shipping 
line has profits in excess of 8 percent 
of its capital, the interest aid for the 
current year must be repaid, and when 
profits are over 12 percent the interest 
aid of previous years also must be repaid. 
The Japanese feel this should not be 
considered a subsidy.— U.S. Embassy. 





China To Construct 
Reservoir Project 


The Taiwan Power Company, with 
help from the U.S. Development Loan 
Fund, will build the multipurpose 
Tachien Reservoir project in Taiwan. 

Primary purpose of the project is 
power generation; the plan will also reg- 
ulate the flow of the Tachia River and 
will provide important irrigation and 
flood-control benefits. 

A $40-million DLF loan will provide 
75 percent of the foreign exchange costs. 
All DLF funds will be spent in the 
United States. 


Dam To Be Key Structure 


Key structure of the project will be 
778-foot-high Tachien Dam, one of the 
highest in the world. The project also 
includes an auxiliary rockfill dam 460 
feet high, to be the third highest of its 
kind in the world. 

Storage provided by the 449,000-acre- 
foot reservoir behind Tachien Dam will 
make possible the future installation of 
extra generating capacity at powerplants 
now existing downstream, and, ulti- 
mately, the construction of three other 
power dams. The project thus will di- 
rectly or indirectly make possible an ad- 
ditional 1,214,500 kilowatts to meet the 
Republic of China’s soaring power needs. 

It will also provide irrigation water 
supply for about 115,000 acres of farm- 
land, much of which is already partly 
irrigated. The new main canals and sev- 
eral laterals and sublaterals, none of 
them included in the present project, 
will be built to make use of this water. 

Some flood-control benefits also will be 
derived, though these will not be large. 

The project is part of a long-range 
plan drawn up by the Taiwan Power 
Company with the assistance of the J. G. 
White Engineering Corporation, 80 
Broad St., New York 4, N.Y. 

The Harza Engineering Company, 400 
W. Madison St., Chicago 6, Ill., has been 
engineering consultant to Taipower dur- 
ing the development stage. 





U.S. total general imports, on a sea- 
sonally-adjusted basis, were valued at 
$1,117.5 million in May as compared with 
$1,129.1 million in April, the Bureau of 
the Census reports.

Greece Plans To Develop 
Power on Acheloos River 


ATHENS.—Engineering studies and 
preparatory work for the full develop- 
ment of the Acheloos River electric 
power potential have been undertaken. 

The Greek Public Power Corporation 
(PPC) is responsible for the program. 


Three Stations Planned 


During the first stage of development 
of the Acheloos hydroelectric potential 
the construction of three hydroelectric 
stations is contemplated at Kremasta, 
Preventza, and Kastraki. 

The Kremasta hydroelectric project 
will include a dam 170 meters high and 
a power generating station of 400,000 
kilowatts installed generating capacity 
in four units of 100,000 kilowatts each, 
capable of generating over 1,500 million 
kilowatt-hours annually. 

The U.S. Development Loan Fund 
will lend $31 million to finance the for- 
eign exchange expenditures for the con- 
struction. 

In August 1960, a contract was 
awarded to Engineering Consultants 
Inc., of Denver, for the design engineer- 
ing, construction management, and su- 
pervision of the purchase of the required 
equipment. Work on the project site 
was begun late last year. 

The Preventza hydroelectric project, 
about 15 kilometers downstream from the 
Kremasta site, will consist of a dam 46 
meters high and a two-unit power gen- 
erating station of 80,000 kilowatts total 
installed capacity. 

A third unit, also of 40,000 kilowatts, 
may be added later. Total annual gen- 
eration of the project will be 400 million 
kilowatt-hours. 

The Kastraki hydroelectric project, 19 
kilometers downstream from the Pre- 
ventza site, will include a dam 50 meters 
high and a power generating station of 
80,000 kilowatts total installed generat- 
ing capacity in two units. 


To Supply Necessary Power 


The Preventza and Kastraki projects 
will be constructed to supply the planned 
Aluminum Company of Greece with the 
necessary amount of electric power, up 
to 110,000 kilowatts of capacity. 

The first unit (70,000 kilowatts) of 
the Ptolemais steam-electric station be- 
gan commercial operation in January 
1960. This plant was built to exploit 
the Ptolemais lignite deposits. 

During 1960, engineering and struc- 
tural work was carried on for installa- 
tion of the second generating unit (125,- 
000 kilowatts). The French firm, Als- 
thom, is manufacturing this unit and 
the second water-cooling tower.—U.S. 
Embassy. 
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U.S. China, Earthenware 
Imports Dip 8.7 Percent 


U.S. imports of household and com- 
mercial table and kitchen pottery prod- 
ucts in the first quarter 1961 declined 
8.7 percent in quantity and 10.8 percent 
in value from the corresponding period 
in 1960. Total imports amounted to 
4,305,783 dozen pieces valued at $7,855,- 
734 compared with 4,715,473 dozen pieces 
valued at $8,806,698 in the first quarter 
of 1960, according to preliminary figures. 

Household chinaware table and kitchen 
articles, which accounted for 49.2 percent 
of the quantity and 62.6 percent of the 
value of total pottery imports, showed the 
greatest decline, dropping 14.7 percent 
in quantity and 14.4 percent in value be- 
low the first quarter 1960 level. Imports 
amounted to 2,117,998 dozen pieces valued 
at $4,914,377, compared with the 1960 
total of 2,481,965 dozen pieces valued at 
$5,740,086. 


Japan Continues to Lead Suppliers 


Japan remained the largest supplier to 
the United States of chinaware table and 
kitchen articles, accounting for 78.1 per- 
cent of the total quantity and 55.1 per- 
cent of total value. Imports from Japan, 
however, declined in the first quarter of 
1961 to 1,654,776 dozen pieces valued at 

2,707,232, a 14.9 percent drop in quan- 
tity and 14 percent drop in value from 
the 1960 figures of 1,943,043 dozen pieces 
valued at $3,145,580. Both the Federal 
Republic of Germany and the United 
Kingdom, our second and third largest 
suppliers, registered declines. The only 
two major countries to show increases 
were France and Italy. These two coun- 
tries supplied less than 1 percent of the 
quantity and less than 3 percent of the 
value of total imports of these items. 

Imports of household earthenware 
table and kitchen articles, which repre- 
sented 48.4 percent of the quantity and 
35.9 percent of the value of pottery 
products, showed a decline of 1.2 percent 
in quantity and 4.1 percent in value from 
the first quarter of 1960. Imports 
amounted to 2,082,774 dozen pieces valued 
at $2,821,156 compared with 2,106,179 
dozen pieces valued at $2,939,950 in the 
first quarter last year. 

Japan, the principal supplier to the 
United States of earthenware table and 
kitchen articles, accounted for 81.5 per- 
cent of total quantity and 56.9 percent 
of total value. Imports from Japan 
showed an increase of 5.2 percent in 
quantity and 7.5 percent in value, for 
a total of 1,696,239 dozen pieces valued 
at $1,603,622 compared with 1,612,306 
dozen pieces valued at $1,491,688 in the 
first quarter of 1960. 

Imports from the United Kingdom, 
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the second major supplier, accounted for 
15.1 percent of total quantity and 33.4 
percent of total value. Imports from this 
country dropped to 315,172 dozen pieces 
valued at $941,590 from the first quarter 
1960 level of 408,089 dozen pieces valued 
at $1,103,340, a decline of 22.8 per cent 
in quantity and 14.7 percent in value. Im- 
ports from Italy and the Federal Re- 
public of Germany also declined. 


Imports of Commercial China Drop 

Imports of commercial china—hotel 
and restaurant ware—in the first quar- 
ter of 1961 registered a decline of 17.6 
percent in quantity and 5.2 percent in 
value from the first quarter last year. 
Total imports dropped to 105,011 dozen 
pieces valued at $120,201 from the 1960 
figure of 127,329 dozen pieces valued at 
$126,662. 

Japan continued to be the leading sup- 
plier to the United States of commercial 
ware, representing 83.8 percent of total 
quantity and 66.3 percent of total value 
of imports. Imports from Japan, how- 
ever, declined 26.5 percent in quantity 
and 24.7 percent in value, for a total of 
87,982 dozen pieces valued at $79,707 
compared with the high of 119,620 dozen 
pieces valued at $105,838 in the first 
quarter of 1960. Imports from the Fed- 
eral Republic of Germany also registered 
a decline. The Federal Republic, how- 
ever, accounted for less than 1 percent 
of the quantity and 3.2 percent of the 
value of total earthenware imports. 

Increases were registered from all of 
the other major suppliers. The United 
States did not import any commercial 
ware from Czechoslovakia in the first 
quarter of 1960, but in 1961 imports 
amounted to 10,002 dozen pieces valued 
at $14,410, and represented 9.5 percent 
of the total quantity and 11.9 percent 
of the total value imported. Imports 
from the United Kingdom, which ac- 
counted for 4 percent of total quantity 
and 9.4 percent of total value, more than 
doubled the 1960 figure, and reached 
4,199 dozen pieces valued at $11,346.

S. African Output of 
Leather Shoes Down 


South African leather footwear pro- 
duction in the first 3 months of 1961 
amounted to 4,234,300 pairs, a decrease 
of 133,900 pairs from the 4,368,200 pairs 
produced in the corresponding period of 
1960. 

The 1961 output included 1,569,000 
pairs of men’s and youths’ shoes, 2,178,- 
700 pairs misses’ and women’s, 416,800 
pairs children’s, and 119,800 pairs of 
infants’ shoes. 

Production of nonleather footwear in 
the period January-March 1961, 
amounted to 1,110,200 pairs compared 
with 1,200,100 pairs produced in the 
first 3 months of 1960. Of this 1961 out- 
put, 536,900 pairs were men’s and 
youths’ shoes, 402,800 pairs were wom- 
en’s and misses’, and 107,500 pairs were 
juvenile shoes. 

The figures include the actual produc- 
tion of firms responsible for 90.2 per- 
cent of the total production plus esti- 
mates for nonreporting firms, according 
to The Leather Research Institute, Port 
Elizabeth. 





Output of Feature Films 
Drops in Philippines 


Philippine feature films production 
totaled 93 in 1960—a decline of 2 features 
from 1959 production. The five major 
film companies produced 77 and other 
companies, 16. However, 1961 produc- 
tion is expected to be higher than that 
of 1960. Eight new production com- 
panies were organized in 1960 and early 
in 1961. 

An estimated 632 motion picture thea- 
ters were equipped to show 35-millimeter 
films, as of December 31, 1960. Of this 
total, 497 theaters showed both domestic 
and imported films and 135 showed only 
domestic films. 

Foreign films continued to lead the 
films exhibited in the Philippines. An es- 
timated 422 feature films were released 
in 1960, of which 322 or about 76% were 
imported. Of the imported films, 177 
were of U.S. origin. Imports from the 
United States were less than in 1959. 
Box-office receipts from the exhibition of 
imported films were estimated at 13,- 
390,000 pesos (2 pesos=about US$1) in 
1960. 





U.S. wheat and flour exports from 
July 1960 through May 1961 totaled 609 
million bushels—about 11 percent more 
than the alltime record of 550 million ex- 
ported in the full year of 1956-57.— 
Foreign Agricultural Service.

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World Rubber Output, 
Consumption Drop 


World production of natural rubber 
amounted to 167,500 tons in March 1961 
compared with 162,500 tons for the same 
month of 1960, according to estimates of 
the Secretariat of the International 
Rubber Study Group. 

Output for the first three months of 
1961 was estimated at 427,500 tons 
against 485,000 tons in the correspond- 
ing period a year ago. Deliveries from 
U.S. and U.K. stockpiles for March 1961 
were 1,000 tons and for the first three 
months of 1961, 4,500 tons. 

World consumption of natural rubber 
was placed at 167,500 tons in March 1961 
compared with 165,000 tons in the same 
month of 1960. In the first three months 
of 1961, consumption was 492,500 tons 
and in the same period of 1960, 525,000 
tons. Estimated imports into the U.S.S.R. 
and communist China included in these 
figures totaled 32,250 tons in March 1961, 
7,250 in March 1960, 90,500 tons in the 
first three months of 1961, and 73,250 
tons in the first three months of 1960. 

Excluding production and consumption 
for Iron Curtain countries, world syn- 
thetic rubber production for March 1961 
was estimated at 157,500 tons and con- 
sumption 152,500 tons. In March 1960, 
output was 165,000 tons and consump- 
tion, 157,000 tons. In the first three 
months of this year, production totaled 
450,000 tons and consumption 445,000 
tons; in the same period of 1960, pro- 
duction was 490,000 tons and consump- 
tion, 450,000 tons. 

Consumption of natural and synthetic 
rubber in the United States decreased 
17.3 percent from 425,644 tons to 351,- 
870 tons, while consumption in foreign 
countries, excluding the U.S.S.R. and 
communist China, increased 3.7 percent 
from 476,106 tons to 493,880 tons. 





Feature Film Exhibits 
In Peru Show Decline 


Full-length feature films exhibited in 
Peru totaled 663 in 1960—a drop from 
the 1959 total of 714. The decline was 
also reflected in distribution from U.S. 
film companies—321 films in 1960 from 
the 1959 total of 346. 

In recent years there has been a 
significant increase in the number of 
German and Italian films released. From 
17 German feature films released in Peru 
in 1958, the total reached 70 in 1960. 
Italian features increased from 32 in 
1958 to 55 in 1960. 

The number of Mexican, British, 
Russian, Argentine, and Spanish films 
dropped in 1960 compared to 1959. Re- 
leases of French films were at about 
the same level in both years.

DLF Grants $7.5 Million 
To Peruvian Housing Fund 


The U.S. Development Loan Fund has 
announced the signing in Peru of a 
7.5 million loan to the Government of 
Peru to assist in the establishment, regu- 
lation, and support of a nationwide sys- 
tem of private mutual and cooperative 
home savings associations in that 
country. 

The loan will utilize part of a $25 
million DLF allocation for Peru an- 
nounced by the White House on July 28, 
1960. 

The DLF loan will be used to provide 
half of the initial capitalization of a 
temporary Special National Housing 
Fund to be established within the Na- 
tional Housing Institute of Peru. This 
Special Fund is expected to be replaced 
within a year by a permanent Central 
Bank for Cooperative and Mutual Home 
Savings Associations. The Government 
of Peru will provide the remaining half 
of the capital for the Fund. 

The purpose of the Special Fund 
and its successor Bank is to encourage 
expansion of Peruvian domestic savings 
and investment for medium and lower 
cost private home ownership. At present 
four private home savings associations 
exist in Peru. It is estimated that after 
the first 12 months of the system’s oper- 
ation, 15 associations will be in opera- 
tion in all principal urban centers of 
Peru. The Fund, and later the Bank, will 
provide financial assistance to such as- 
sociations. 

It is conservatively estimated the sys- 
tem may finance the construction of 
2,100 additional houses in each of the 
first 2 years of operation. Future in- 
creases would depend upon the amount 
of savings attracted into the system. 





No Injury to U.S. Industry 
Found in Rayon Fiber Imports 


The U.S. Tariff Commission has unan- 
imously determined that an industry in 
the United States is not being, and is not 
likely to be, injured or prevented from 
being established by reason of importa- 
tion of rayon staple fiber from Cuba or 
West Germany sold at less than fair 
value within the meaning of the U.S. 
Antidumping Act of 1921, as amended. 

These conclusions, announced by the 
Commission on July 17, were the result 
of investigations instituted by the Com- 
mission in April 1961 upon receipt of 
advice from the Acting Secretary of the 
Treasury that rayon staple fiber from 
Cuba and West Germany was being, or 
was likely to be, sold in the United States 
at less than fair value within the mean- 
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ing of the Antidumping Act. 
A public hearing in connection with 
the investigations was held on June 13. 


Date Set for Cotton 
Products Hearing 


A public hearing on “Cotton products 
produced in any stage preceding spinning 
into yarn,” in connection with an investi- 
gation instituted under section 22(a) of 
the U.S. Agricultural Adjustment Act, 
as amended, will be held at 10 a.m. 
e.d.s.t., August 8, in the Tariff Commis- 
sion Hearing Room, Washington, D.C. 

Parties desiring to appear and to be 
heard at the hearing should notify the 
Secretary of the Tariff Commission in 
writing at his office in Washington at 
least 3 days in advance of the date set 
for the hearing. 

The hearing in this investigation was 
originally scheduled for April 25, 1961, 
but on April 18 was postponed until 
further notice. 








U.S. Agrees To Sell Farm 
Products to Viet-Nam 


The United States has reached agree- 
ment with the Government of Viet-Nam 
on a program under title I Public Law 
480 for sale to that country of— 

992,000 hundredweight of wheat flour 
to a value of $3.3 million; 30,000 bales of 
cotton, $4.2 million; 4.5 million pounds of 
tobacco, $2.6 million; ocean transporta- 
tion is estimated to cost $0.9 million; to a 
total of $11.0 million. 

Proceeds from the sale are to be used 
for Export-Import Bank loans to private 
U.S. and Vietnamese business firms or 
common defense, payment of U.S. obliga- 
tions abroad, and other U.S. purposes. 


Changes Made in U.S. 
Foreign Consulates 


The U.S. Consulate General at Port of 
Spain, Trinidad, has been elevated to 
the status of U.S. Mission, the consulate 
on the Island of Zanzibar in the Indian 
Ocean has been reestablished, and a 
consulate has been opened to the public 
at Mazatlan, Mexico. 

Elevation of the post at Port of Spain 
is in keeping with the growing political 
and economic importance of the West 
Indies Federation. The West Indies is 
expected to achieve full political inde- 
pendence from the United Kingdom on 
May 31, 1962. With a population of 3.1 
million, the Federation held tenth high- 
est position as a Western Hemisphere 
market for U.S. goods in 1960, a signifi- 
cant upward shift from twenty-second 
position in 1954. 

The Consular district of the post on 
Zanzibar Island comprises the islands of 
Zanzibar and Pemba and adjacent islets, 
which are no longer included in the 
consular district of the Consulate Gen- 
eral at Dar-es-Salaam. 

The consular district of Mazatlan 
comprises the Mexican states of Nayarit 
and Sinaloa. 

The consular district of the Consulate 
General at Guadalajara now includes the 
States of Aguascalientes, Colima, Jal- 
isco, and the part of Zacatecas south of 
the Tropic of Cancer. The consular dis- 
trict of the Consulate at Nogales now 
includes the part of the State of Sonora 
east of a line drawn along the Puerto 
Penasco-Sonoita Highway. 

The Embassy at Mexico City will sup- 
ervise the administration of Mazatlan.
